Lillie and Taylor, the champion skatera

The Press opinions on the performance are 
uminimously favorable. 

At the instance of thedefeated candidate, 
Mr Walters, and two other ratepayers, a peti- 
tion has been lodged alleging the invalidity of 
Mr Fish's election as Mayor of Dunedin, on the 
ground of his being beneficially interested in a 
certain corporation contract. 

The Court-house has recently undergone

“Government bnildings” of Cromwell are pleas- 
ing to look upon compared with 12 mouths ago. 



'Twelve hours' steady rain 'beginning on 
on Saturday evening will vastly improve the 
crops throughout the country, and afford a 
good supply of storage water to sluioers who are 
engaged washing-up preparatory to the Christmas 
holidays. 

" In reply to a question the other day 
whether the Government was willing to place a 
sum of L5000 on the Supplementary Eetlmates 
ae a preliminary grant towards an Exhibition 
of 1880, and bn conditien that a similar sum is 
raised by the people of New Zealand, the Hon. 
Mr Hall replied that whatever the opinions of 
the Government ae to the advisability of the 
proposal might be, in the present financial state 
of the colony they would not be justified in in- 
curring the responeibility proposed. 

I We often come across some peculiar 
twists of the English lai^uage, and our con- 
temporary the Dunslan Times affords many a 
laugh in this direction. For instance, last week 
an article commences in this fashion ; — " We 
understand that the nomination of Trustees for 
Vincent County under the Rabbit Nuisance Act 
will take place on Tuesday, the 23rd inst., and 
seeing the dreadful ravages of these pests,’’ Ac., 
&o. The joke comes in where the words are 
italicised, and intending candidates will no 
doubt feel flattered at the high opinion the D. T. 
entertains for them, and the innocent way in 
which it is expressed. 

r We' regret to notice that Mr W. Green- 
hank, County Councillor for Matakanui Riding, 
has resigned. This gentlemnn has been a 
member of tbe Council since its fnrmatiou, and 
has proved himself one of the most intelligent and 
practical men at the Board. His views onany sub- 
ject were received with attention and always 
carried considerable weight ; and he had che 
valuable merit of never talking for talking’s 
sake. On many occasions he acted as a judicious 
brake on the Council, and applied himself dili- 
gently to further every proposal for the benefit of 
the Comity as a whole, irrespective of Ridings or 
local jealousies. The Council can ill afford to 
lose his presence, and we are sure his resignation 
will be generally regretted. 

Informatioa was received by tbe Go- 
vernment on Saturday last, from the Agent- 
General, that the whole of the five million loan 
had been placed on the market by the Bank of 
England. Favorable circumstances have arisen 
and the Government are advised that there arc 
goo 1 prospects of the whole loan floating. They 
anticipate having defluite information as to the 
success of the loan in about a week . The Go- 
vernment are very jubilant over the news about 
the loan, it having been fathered by the Bank of 
England being deemed equivalent to a practical 
certainty of its being floated, and on favorable 
terms. Thia greatly simplifies Government 
finauecs, and will have a m.aterial effect on the 
Public Works Statement, which it is understood 
ia being considerably enlarged. 

His Honor Judge Harvey presided at a 
sitting of the District Court hero to-day. 
Deferred judgment was given in the appeal of 
the Perseverance Q. M. Co. ag.ainst the decision 
of Warden Keddell decreeing forfeiture of 
appellants’ claim at Garrick Range in favor of 
Meuzies and others. His Honor considered that 
the laches of appellants had not been such as to 
warrant decree of forfeiture, especially looking 
at tbe large expenditure on the claim, and the 
f.act that work had been re-commenced before 
action was taken by respndents. He thought 
a fine of LIO in lieu of forfeiture would meet the 
case, and gave judginentaccordingly, with costa, 
L16 Is. —In Bankruptcy, Mr Wilson moved for 
admission of proof of debt (on behalf of the 
trnstee in estate of Mrs Reid, as executrix of 
late W. G. Smith) in the estate of Mrs Reid, a 
bankrupt. After discussion, his Honor said he 
would consider his decision. 

Mr Henry Norman, an old and esteemed 
resident in the Wanaka district, died on Friday 
last, after a brief illness. Mr Norman, who had 
reached his 47th year, was a native of Dorset- 
shire, England, and came out to Wellington in 
1851, where he was engaged on station work, 
eventually becoming overseer. About 20 years 
ago he was entrusted by his employer with a 
large flock of sheep wherewith to stock Roy’s 
Run, Lake Wanaka. The sheep were landed at 
Oamani and brought through the Lindis Pass — 
a work of no little difficulty, as at that time no 
roads existed, deceased keiug, in fact, one of the 
pioneers of the country, ’"r Norm.an managed 
Roy's run for a number of years, and ultimately 
settled down in business at Albert Town. He 
was a man well liked by all who knew him, and 
the intelligence of his comparatively early death 
will be much regretted by a wide circle of sc- 
quaiutances throughout the colony,

cession be made in the present case. — With 
regard to the water-supply, the clerk was 
instructed to notify Mr Wrightson that he 
• must allow a sufficient supply to flow to meet 
the needs of ratepayers, in which case the 
Council would have no objection to his using 
the surplus water for mining purposes. Mr 
Wrightsdn also to replace gauge-box said to 
have been removed by him. 

Accounts -Were presented, and dealt with

passed ; Ah Kne, repairing race, £2 8s 7d, 
passed ; Argus Office, £18 19s, printing and 
advertising, passed, subject to items being 
found correct ; E. Brown, labor, £3, passed. 
Accounts from Parke and Curie, and R. and 
A. J. Park, were ordered to stand over. 

In the course of dealing with the accounts, 
the Mayor adverted to the extremely unsatis- 
factory manner in which rates and other 
Corporation revenue was allowed to remain 
nneollected. It was simply .scandalous, he 
thought, that interest should be paid on a 
heavy overdraft while so large a sum was 
doe by ratepayers.

He 
did not wish to infer that Mr Marshall did 
not do his best, hut there could be no doubt 
that were the collector paid by commission, 

■ ho would have ah incentive to greater 
exertions in getting in moneys. 

Cr Olds thought that after a week’s notice, 
defaulters should be at once summoned. — 
Members generally endorsed this view, and 
it was made an instruction to the Clerk to act 
on this system in future. 

With reference to fencing off a dangerous 
plecq of ground in Ballina-street, the Mayor 
said the work had not been done because Mr 
MacKellar had promised — as the land be- 
longed to him — to do the work if the Council 
would grant some slight assistance. — Ordered 
that the Clerk inform Mr MacKellar that if 
the work be not done immediately, the 
■’Council will complete it at his expense. 

This concluded the business, and the 
Council rose!

Mr Letcher has completed the Arrow' 
hospital in • the most satisfactory style, ’ and 
the handsome and oapaoious vestry, added to 
the Presbyterian Church is also in ’an ad- 
vanced state. , Mr E, Foord, who has lately 
returned from Riverton, has charge of the 
building, which, so far as; it is completed, 
reflects much credit upon the contractor.,- 
Extensive' additions have also been made by 
Mr W. Welsh to his Royal Oak’ hotel, and 
by Mr Scales to the 'New Orleans hotel. . 
Private buildings are continually springing 
up in all directions, and things must certainly 
be pronounced as being in a healthy state 
generally. . , 

Pleasant showers have of late been falling 
pret^ty, frequently, and relieved the farmers 
of a' great amount of anxiety. Last Monday 
we were visited by a hurricane of ejeveral 
hours duration, and of unwonted fierceness.

' On Sunday last the town was startled by 
the report that a highway robbery had been 
committed within a few miles from Arrow- 
town. However the affair turned out to be 
the concoction of a lad who had invented 
the story to hide an act of carelessness on 
his part. . 

A committee to arrange for a race meeting 
to be held on the 26th and 27th December 
has been appointed and got fairly under 
weigh. 

The new organ in the Presbyterian Church 
discoursed some sweet music on Sunday last, 
and fairly astonished the natives by its 
volume and sweetness of tone. ' 

On Saturday last the annual meeting of 
the Arrow Athenfeum was held, when a fair 
number of subscribers attended. The report 
of the outgoing committee showed that the 
institution was in a healthy state, and con- 
tinues to enjoy the support of the district 
generally. The subscribers number about 
100, who, by the use they make of the 
Reading Room and Library departments of 
the institution, demonstrate the great and 
varied usefulness of the institntion. The 
balance-sheet stated the revenue for the 1 2 
months ending November 30th last to foot 
up to the handsome amount of L226. The 
meeting unanimously re-elected the outgoing 
committee, with the exception of two mem- 
bers, who found the attendance of meeting 
too inconvenient. At the committee meeting 
held afterwards, Mr-H. A. Stratford was re- 
elected President. Mr G. U. Jones, 
Treasurer, and Mr J. A. Miller Secretary 
and Librarian, were also re-instated in their 
respective offices. 

The Acclimatisation Society is doing good 
work in the distribution of trout ova over 
the district. Last week a goodly number of 
fish were placed in the Roaring Billy Creek, 
and Matatapu_ River. Both being emi- 
nently adapted to the habits of these fish 
there can be no doubt that they will thrive 
prodigiously. 

A splendid downpour of rain is falling, 
delighting the heart of the farmers, to whom 
it does not come too late — and not a bit too 
soon.

Occasional showers during the past two 
weeks have in a great measure tended to 
revive the drooping spirits of the farmers, 
with whom things looked anything but 
promising owing to the protracted drought.

The fall of rain which still continues and 
the snow now covering the hilltops will be a 
great boon to’ the miners generally; especially 
to the large claimholders at Tinkers. The 
preceding dry weather threatened to make 
this an exceptionally short season, and this 
unexpected supply will have the effect of 
bringing to light a far larger portion of the 
-precious metal for the season’s work, and 
report says that the yield for the time work 
has been carried on will be above the average, 
therefore ^and results may now be'expeoted. 

The crops also will feel the benefit of the 
rainfall. ’ In no previous season have they 
looked BO well here as now — especially would 
I notice a field of wheat belonging to Mr 
Harrington, the crop of which last year was 
nearly wholly destroyed by the floods. The 
inundated and destroyed portions of last 
year (though it is a long time to wait for a 
harvest) promise this year almost a double 
return, which will no doubt be gratifying to 
the owner, and with a favorable harvest will 
help to recoup his heavy loss, which was not 
the crop only, but the fences likewise. 

Since the piers of the bridge were finished 
and the approach on the east side cut 
through, the number of men employed about 
the works has been considerably reduced, 
and until the anchorage tunnels are com- 
pleted the works cannot proceed rapidly. 

Ecclesiastical matters are now on the 
ascendant. We have two residents belong- 
ing to the cloth, one fortnightly visitor and 
some talk of another coming. A new stone 
Catholic chapel is contracted for, to be built 
in the west end of the town. By the plan 
it will bo a plain, substantial building, and 
will be like unto the wise man’s house, for it 
will be built on a rook. A new Court-house 
and Colonial Bank are also mooted, both of 
which are almost -works of necessity. 

What with long and short, desultory, 
andanimated discussions, making strictures .on 
the rate collector and withdrawing them 
again, and winding up with an unruly scene, 
the last meeting of the County Council must 
have passed off rather pleasantly. At the 
risk of incurring unauthorised expenditure 
to meet this unforseen contingency, V. P. 
will require before next meeting to provide 
powerful curbs for the councillors ; also a 
good smart eiglit-in-hand lash, with silk 
cracker. He could get his hand into the use 
of it by practicing occasionally on the officials 
before the date of meeting ; for certainly 
some extraordinary expedient will have to bo 
called into operation to bring the refractory 
team again under decent control — that is if 
we can put any faith in the sort of hashed-iip 
report of the Du?isfan Times. As instance, on 
resuming at 10 30 a.m., after a motion by Cr 
M'Ginnis, seconded by Or Masters, the 
amendment was carried, and on again resum- 
ing, the motion was carried. But which the 
motion and which the amendment did not 
clearly appear ; no matter, both were carried, 
and there’s an end of it.

The Premier said the estimates provided for 
increased capitation allowance, but they were 
uot disposed to ask fpr this increase. He would 
reduce the capita' ion in the Noj-th Island to 
L9,551 and Roulh Island, L8.414. The Govern- 
ment had been compelled to refuse acceptance 
of the services of several proposed corps, unless 
they wrera prepared to serve without capitation 
allowance. 

Mr Pitt said he hoped the House would afford 
some euccuur to Volunteers, and not adopt the 
harsh measures proposed. ■ 

Mr Wakefield said he would have liked to 
support an increase of capitation allowance if the 
Government could see their way to grant it, but 
it was DO use doing so if they conld not. «He 
hoped some means of giving laud for services of 
the kind would be instituted. He trusted no 
effort would be made to reduce the capitation 
votes. 

■ Oolonel Trimbla asked GoVemraent to recon- 
sider tke question of accepting the services of 
Volunteer corps, and uot refuse them, in a 
district where they might bo usefuL 

The question— “That capitation allowance to 
North Island be reduced % L700,” was then 
put to the vote. Ayes, 29 ; Noes, 26. Motion 
carried, and the item LI0.4I9, North Island 
capitation allowance, reduced by L700. 

Mr Hislop’s motion to strike off LlOO, Nelson, 
Officer Commanding the district, was then 
discussed. 4 . 

Colonel Eennv deprecated the oouree pursued 
by the House in thus slighting the Volunteers 
of the Colony, especially in the present disturbed 
state of tbe colony. He was sure the step would 
be regretted. 

The motion was j|ut and negatived. 

South Island capitation allowance, £9,593, it 
was proposed to reduce this sum by 1 ^( 10 . 

Mr iVJoorhouse defended the service. He said 
the capitation allowance was not sufficient by 
any means to pay expenses and loss of time 
Volunteers incurred. 

The Premier said he hoped members would 
remember that they wera not decreasing tbe 
present capitation vote, but simply asking to 
reduce tbe proposed increase on the Estimates, 

Mr Moorhouse said he quite uuderstood this, 
and considered it a piece of cheese-paring. 

The qaestion that South Island capitation 
allowance be reduced by £800 was then put, and 
a division taken. Ayes, 33 ; Noes, 22, 

The item was reduced. 



Captain Moonligit’s Gang. 

The liveliest satisfaction is experienced at the 
complete break-up of “ Mooulight’s" formidable 
gang, It is proved that Moonlight organised 
tbe gang while travelling in Victoria, under the 
pretence of delivering lectures exposing the 
penal system at Pentridge. Nesbit, his most 
trnsted comrade, was an old Pentridge associate, 
and acted as his secretary. About four weeks 
ago the gang, consisting of fire men, crossed the 
Murray into Rivertna, where another joined. 
A boatman, seeing they were armed with re- 
volvers, suspected their character, but feared to 
warn the police. The desperadoes lived on a 
station hospitably for seroral weeks, and at 
length resolved to stick up the Wantabadgery, 
with the promise of arms to enable them to 
descend upon the Gundagaior tbe Wagga banks. 
They held possession of the station from Satur- 
day afternoon till Monday forenoon, when, after 
repulsing four of the Wagg.a police, the gang 
left, fully equipped with horses, firearms, and 
provisions. 3S prisoners were detained at the 
station, including the proprietor. Moonlight 
protected the women from insult, but behaved 
with savage brutality to several persons, 
especially to Baynes, the overseer. They were 
on the point of hanging the latter when the 
screams of the women made them defer their 
intention. The W'ag',;a police, reinforced from 
Gnndagai, overtook the gang while camping in 
M'GIede’s hut, A sharp encounter took place, 
and many shots were fired. The youngest mem- 
ber of the gang shot, named Wernicke, was a 
l.ad of 15, a sou of a Melbourne publican. Nesbit 
was next shot through tjie temple, whereupon 
Moonlight surrendered. Just beforedoing so he 
deliberately fired at Constable Bowen. The 
bullet lodged in the spine, The poor fellow 
lingered several days and then died, leaving a 
wife and child. Moonlight threw himself on the 
body of Nesbit, weeping bitterly, saying “ You 
shot my onlv friend. He died trying to save 
my life.” William and Bennett, two of the other 
bushrangers, were wounded, bue being shot in 
the arm. Moonlight, who fought desperately, 
and exposed himself freely, was unhurt. Eogan, 
the sixth man, managed to conceal himself 
amongst the bedding in the hut, where he 
remained a whole day, but Mrs M ‘Glede dis- 
covered him there. The whole of the sur- 
viving members ot the gang were committed 
for trial at Sydney on several charges. At the 
Police Court Moonlight was audaciously impu- 1 
dent. Heprofessess his willingness to hang if | 
only his comrades are spared. A subscription j 
is being raised as a reward to the constables, . 
and it is satisfactory to find that there is no ' 
public symp.athy with the murderers. Several ; 
parties of volunteers joined in the pursuit of 
the gang captured. One party was jocosely 
tried by the gang by court-martial. A verdict 
of acquittal was returned. Moonlight made ■ 
them beg pardon on their knees, and kicked 
them. Moonlight shot a fine thoroughbred colt , 
because it would uot stand steady. He also 
compelled Mr Beveridge to kill his horse to 
prevent pur.mit. Tbe gang captured oue con- 
at-rble, but during the fight he escaped, and. 
Joining the enegunter, killed one ot tbe ruffians. 
The jury returned a verdict that the gang killed 
Bowen, hut that there was no evidence as to 
which tired the slot. They were all committed 
for trial for wilful murder.
